Financial support for the TANAKA Shlnlohl -0G0SHI Kenji rearmament movement comes from 
former Col. SHIHO Kenktchl, who is operating a trucking business. SH3H0 oame to HATTORI 
asking advice on continuation or discontinuation of support of the TANAKA— OGOSHI group.
